Systems In Contract 


The average contract bridge play- 
er, at. the presént time is agog over 
the controversy raging around the 
different systems of playing.’ There 
are four principal systems now being 
exploited by their different sponsors. 
In order of importance they rank as 
follows :— 

1st. The Approach-Forcing Sys- 
tem (Sponsored by Culbertson). 

2nd. The Official System (Spon- 
sored by Lenz et Al). 


3rd.. The One, Over One (Sponsor- | 


ed by Geo. Reith and The Knicker- 
bocker Whist Club). : 

4th. The Vanderbilt Club (Spon- 
sored by Harold Vanderbilt). 

A_ system in Contract may be de- 
fined as an attempt to put. into a form 
easy to learn, the methods the good 
card player have always used. This 
being so, it is certain that, as most 
card players use the same methods 
with slight variations, any system can 
differ from any .other system only 
slightly. And this is so. The varia- 
tions in all four systems are slight 
and the good contract player is, as a 
rule, familiar with all the systems, 
and can, if asked to do so, play any.

Contagious abortion is unfortunate- 
ly far from being uncomnion in the 
herds of "Canada. The disease germ 
which causes contagious abortion is 
the same germ which, when it gains 
entrance into the human body, causes 
There are several 
varieties of this germ, close relations 
as it were, one variety prefers to live 
in the cow, another in goats and still 
another in hogs. So it is that the 
germ responsible for a particular di- 
sease on the Island of Malta and 
which is spread by the milk from 
goats is much the same as the germ 
causing contagious abortion in our 
country and responsible for undulant 
fever in’ man. 

Undulant fever is contracted by 
man either through the use of raw 
milk from infected animals or by con- 
tact with infécted animals. By in- 
fected, we mean animals which have 
the germ in their bodies. 

Since the disease was recognised in 
this country, a number of cases have 
been reported. The disease varies in 
its severity. There is a fever, head- 
ache,: loss of appetite, weakness and

Disabilities Of. Government

There was a time, not long ago, 
when democratic governments faced 
Simple issues. So long as the problems 
before electorates had to do mainly 
with extension of the suffrage, with 


the removal of religious disabilities: 


and with the breakdown of inherited 
privilege, the voter was confronted 
with a limited number of straightfor- 
ward questions, to which, by marking 
his ballot appropriately, he replied 
with a plain “yes” or “no.’’ The ques- 
tions themselves were within his com- 
prehension; his answers could, with 
no great difficulty, be translated into 
law. shots 

Today this is no longer so. The 
most important questions, which gov- 
ernments and the peoples who sup- 
port them now face, are not political 
but economic. They are concerned, 
‘not with the suffrage, but with the 


ious disabilities, but with the gold 
| Standard; not with inherited privilege, 


| with reference to these problems in- 
| volves intricate and detailed questions 
| of administration. Whatever decisions 
;are made and carried out, the re- 
actions to them are complex and af- 
fect every detail of the national life. 
|The -most important consequences of 
| any policy may well prove to be, not 
those that were foreseen by the fram- 
ers of policy but those that were un- 
expected. \ 
The successful working of demo- 
cratic institutions is thus infinite'y 
more difficult at present, alike for the 
_voters and their ‘representatives, than 
at any time since democratic govern- 
‘ment began. A system that function- 
ed with comparative ease and smooth- 
ness in the 19th century, now func- 
_tions under great strain, in the 20th. 
In .a number of western countries, 
young*and old, in Europe’ and else- 
where, democracy has been succeed- 
,ed by dictatorship. Democratic insti- 
tutions are still intact in many coun-
